ufually watchful to prevent or ftifle 
any Civil Commotions? What Know- 
ledge our Minifters might have of 
the Circumftances of their native 
Country, 1 thall not determine ; but 
1 am fure, there was not a Gentle- 
man in the Kingdom that ever ap- 
plied his Thoughts to the Subject, 
who did not know, that in the North 
of Scotland the Difafefted were very 
numerous, and that, as the whole 
Country without Diitinction had been 
difarmed by Act cf Parliament, the 
Friends of the.Government had it 
not in their Power to prevent or op- 

ofe an Infurrection of the Difefedt- 
ed, in Cafe the latter fhould be fur- 
nithed with Arms and Ammunition, 
by our foreign Enemies. 

In thefe Circumftances, Sir, and 
when we were at open War both 


with France and Spain, was it pofli- D 


ble for.any Miniter to fuppofe, that 
pur foreign Enemies would not en- 
deavour to ftir up the Difaffected to 
Rebellion, and to furnifh them with 
Arms and Ammunition for that Pur- 
pole, in Cafe the neceflary Meafures 
thould be neglected for preventing 
its being in the Power of the Difaf- 
eéted to aflemble, or to rife in Arms 
againft the Government? This, Sir, 
was certainly to be expected, even 
fuppofing our foreign Enemies had

The Attempt made by the French 
the Year before to invade us with a 
great Force, had fhewn, that while 
we were fuperior at Sea, all fuch At- 
tempts would be vain and ridiculous ; 
and unlefs they could invade us with 
a confiderahle Foree, there was no 
Part of the Ifland, except the North 
of Scotland, where they could expett 
to be joined by any great Number 
cf the Inhabitaats; but as to that 
Part of the Country, in its then Cir- 
cumfltances, if our Minifters did nor, 
the French certainly knew, that if 
they fent but Arms and Ammunition, 
the Inhabitants themfelves might pro- 
bably make them Matters of a great 
Part of the Ifland, and give our 
Government here fuch an Interrep- 
tion as would, for one Campaign at 
leaft, prevent our being able to give 
any great Affiflance to our Friends 
upon the Continent. 

Vas it not then incumbent upon 
our Minifters, Sir, to take all proper 
Meatfures for bridling the Difaffected 
in that Part of the Country ?, Could 
any one be to feek for thcfe Mea- 
fures, that were proper for preferving 
oar domeftick Tranquillity ? Thole 
who know that Country better than 
Ido, may, perhaps, fuggeft feveral 
Things that might have been done 
for this Purpofe, which do not occur 
to my Obfervation; buat therd are 
three Things which muft, I think, 
occur to the Obfervation of every 
Man in the Kingdom, and that-ds,. 
To have kept two or three ofvour 
Ships always cruizing among the Wei- 
tern Iflands, and upon the Weftera 
Coait of Scotland; to have potted 
moft, if not all, the Troops we hiad 
In Scotland at Laverne/t ; and to have:

We not only negiected to 
take any of the Precautions necefla 
for preventing a Rebellion; but after 
it was begun, or at leaft after we had 
an Account of the young Pretender’s 
Landing, we for fome Time neglected 
to take any proper Method for put- 
ting a Stop to it. I cannot*be parti- 
cular as to Dates, but I maft fuppofe, 
that the young Pretender landed in 
the Welt of Scot/and about the Mid- 
dle of ‘uly, becaufe the Engagement

Who the Perfons are that deferve 
to be blamed, I fhall nos pretend so 
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point out; but they may eafily, and 
they ought to be pointed out bya 
Parliamentary Inquiry. As the Dan- 
er is now become imminent, this 
Tquiry ought to be immediately en- 
tered into. A few Days Delay may 
; render our Difficulties infurmounta- 
t} i bio. Any new Piece of Neglect, 
any new Mifcondu& may render for- 
mer Faults irreparable, and the Re- 
| bellion irrefiftible. It is lucky for 
we us, Sir, that the Rebels have amufed 
themfelves {0 long about Edinburgh ; 
for had they marched forward di- 
ecily after their Victory at Preflor, 
wah they might by this Time have been 
| Mafters of Mesugafic, perhaps of 
Ay York ; and had they obtained a new 
| Victory in that Part of the Country, 
| it might have been of the moft fatal 
| Confequence. By our laft Accounts 
from the North, they feem now to 
} be preparing for a March, and if 
they bend their Courfe Southwards, 
as they fay they intend, it is high 
Time for this Houfe to think of the 
Safety of the Nation, and to have 
the belt Pilots that can be chofen, 
7 appointed to govern the Helm of 
our publick Affairs. For this Pur- 
ofe it is neceffary for us to inquire 
into our paft Conduct with regard to 
the Rebellion, and therefore I hall 

wh BI be for agreeing to this Motion.

His Majefty exprefsly prohibits and 
forbids them to abandon the Ships under 
their Care through ary Pretence or Occafion 
whatfoever, under Pain of being broke, or 
more confiderable Punifhment, according to 
what the Exigence of the Cafe may require. 
Be it however underftc -d, that in Cafe of an 
pnavoidable Separation, the faid Officers fhall 
@o all that is in their Power to colleét the 
Convoy again ; ant when it fhall fo happen 
that they armve in Port without the frid 
Ships, they hall deliver on Abfiraét of their 
Journal to the Comptroller of the Port where 
they arrive, which thall be examined by the 
Commanding Officers of the faid Port, af 
fifted by fuch Officers as his’ Majefty thall 
think fit to nominate for that Purpofe ; to 
the End, that his Maj-fty may judge by the 
Accounts delivered, of the Reafon of their 
Separation, and give fuch Oxders as he fhall 
think fit; for which Reafon the Officers 
fhal! be obliged to keep an exaa Journal of 
their Navigation, or be liable tu be called to 
Account.

Of the late Change in the French Minifiry, in 
| an Extratt of a Letter from Paris, Jans 30. 


HE late Revolution that has happen’d 

in our Miniftry, is very far from giv- 

ing all the World Satisfa&tion 5 and to fay 
the Troth, what Revolution ever did ? Some 
Particulars relating to it are obvious to thofe 
upon the Spot, and may, perhaps, be re- 
ceiv’d with Satisfaétion, when tranfmitted to 
other Countries, ‘The Marquefs d° Argenfoa 
has been long in very great Confidence, both 
with the King and the People; he has al- 
ways had the Reputation of being a Mini- 
fter, not only of great Parts, but of great 
Probity, inclined to preferve the People, as 
far as it was poflible, from Taxes, and very 
fincerely difpofed to bring about a Peace, It 
was owing to this Turn of his, that the 
Dutch confided in him more than in any 
other Minifter, and at his Perfuafions they 
Jaboured to give the Court all the Demon- 
ftrations pofible of their Willingnefs to fet 
on foot a Negotiation, which fhould be at- 
tended ‘with a general Sufpenfion of Arms. 
The Candour and Ingenuity of M, d’ Argen- 
-fon’s Temper, hindered him from pe:.eiv:ng, 
fo early as he might have done, that he had 
many, and fome of thofe very powerful 
Enemies at Court ; the rather, becaufe there 
were f{carce any in the Miniftry who made 
him higher Profeffions of Friendfhip, than

Thofe who have brought about this Change, 
are ftil’d here the Bellerjle Faction; perhaps 
they might with equal Juftice take their 
Name from another great Orficer, who fup- 
ports them with all his Credic. It is certain, 
that they have been labouting the Difgrace 
of M, d'Argenfon, for many Months, and 
not without great Difficulty, and in Confe- 
quence of the prefent ticklifh Situation of 
gles Affairs, have atchiev’d it, The two 

rothers of the Houfe of Beleifle, are juftly 
accounted the moft thorough Politicians in 
France ; the Marfhal would not foffer him- 
felf to be perfuaded into taking the Com- 
mand of the Army in Provence, by any but 
the Marquefs d'Argenfon, which furprized 


B moft of his Party here, who thought that he 


gave great Advantages to his Enemies by his 
Abfence ; but the Marfhal knew very well 
what he did, and the wide Difference be- 
tween the Remonftrances of an Officer out of 
Service, and one upon whofe Condu& and 
Fortune the Fate of.a Nation depends ; and 
in this Particular he judged fo right, that ia 
the Space of a few Weeks, he has done 
more at a Diftance, than he could have done 
in as many Months if he had ftaid at Court. 

In the mean Time, our Affairs are in 
fuch a Styation, that no body knows what 
to think, or to with. If the Beleifles fhould 
be beaten in Frowence, they wi'l, probably, 
have no better Refource_than by quitting all 
the Countsy on the other Side the Rhone, 


thofe very Perfons who were ftudying and D which will throw the Kingéom into the 


prattifing to leffen his Credit, and who, 
while they applauded his Meafur-s to him- 
felf, took care to have them reprefented in 
quite a different Light to the King his Ma- 
fier. 

When his true Friends convinced him at 
laft of the Situation he was in, he had Re- 
courfe to an Expedient, which for fome 
Time an{wer'd his Purpofe very effectually ;

The Owle’s Almanacke, Fack Dawe’s Prog- 
noffications, and the Rawen's Almanacke, all 
printed in the above mention'd Reign, are fo 
many Inftances, that very fage Refiections 
may be drawn from thefe fuperannuated Re- 
pofitories. But the Piece I have now under 
my Confideration, is entitled The Blacke Yeare, 
in which are feveral Remarks and Progno{~ 
tications, that may fuit the Year 1747 as 
well as they did the Year 1606, for which 
they were written.

Spani/b Goods, the Produce of Old Spain ; (fee 
p. 51.) it’s humbly hoped the Wifdom of the 
Legiflatare will fo far amend the Navigation- 
AG, as not to permit them be brought to any 
of our Iflands near Home in Neutra! Velflels, 
which would be fo detrimental to the BritiS 
Navigation; and, at the fame Time, greatly 
enlarge the Navigation of our Neighbours, 
as it would make them tbe only Carriers of 
our Commerce ; and would in Time encou- 
rage them to be Purchafers and Venders of 
them again to us, by Reafon of their Enjoy- 
ment of the Neutrality, being able now to 
navigate much cheaper than we. (See p. 79.) 
Nay, it would be a Means of fupplying all 
our Smugglers, which would thereby greatly 
decreafe the Revenue, and prejudice the fair 
Trader; 25 it would be but a fhort Trip for 
them to go and purchafe Wines, @e, which 
by the late additional Duty, would encourage 
them to run them in at all Events. That 
Neutral Veifels mutt be partly employ’d, is 
certain; but was this Act to admit of no 
Goods, Wares, Wines, Fruits and Merchan- 
dize, the Produce of Old Spain, to be im- 
ported, on Forfeiture of Ship and Goods, &c.

C or the Greafe of Wheels, will be a fure Pre- 


fervative. But if you find Inflammation, 
Pimple, or Holes, near the Roots of the 
Tongues, and that their Breaths ftink ; Take 
Allum burnt and powder'd, and mix it with 
an equal Quantity of Salt, rub thofe Holes 
or Ulcers with it, and thea wath them well 
with Wine; and continue this for three or 
four Days. During this Operation, give 
them every Morning half an Ounce of Lin- 
feed, and half an Ounce of Sallad Oil, 
fafting.——Their Common Drink fhould be 
warm Water, with a little Flour in it.

| ENERAL Keil having been detached 
by the Marquis de Botta, with a large 
Body of Aufrian ‘Troops, to make himfelt 
Miter of the important Pafs of the Bi. 
cbetta, and being provided with fome Rene- 
bgade Gensefe, who knew all the Defiles of 
the Mountains, they mm the Nicht, between 
the 3d and 4th ul. 0. 8, conducted a chofen 
Body of his Troops, through Places almoft 
inacceffible, where the Genoefe Troops, not 
sexpecting them, were furprifed, 2nd obliged 
to retire; by which’ Means the Aufrians 
made themfelves Mafters of the Emmences 
ef Borgo di Fornari, Buffells, and Pierra La~ 
 erazsra, where they took Poft, and formed 
a Line from the Valley of Serivia to Campo- 
freddo, upon a Parallel with the Bochetta. 
Then they drove the Enemy from one Poft 
» another as far as the Giogbi, cut to Pieces 
all thofe they found in the Entrenchments, 
and took four Pieces of Cannon, with fome 
Ammunition, After this Expedition, they 
attack’d the difciplined Militia of the Genoefe, 
nd before thefe laft could be recovered from 
heir Surprize, the Aufriant drove them to 
Ponte Decimo, Bifagno, &c. But as the whole 
)Aufirian Army could ‘not advance, having 
neither Provifions, nor Cannon for that Pur- 
pofe, ic was thought ‘prover to recal thefe 
vadvanced Troops to the Giogbi, on Account 
of the Difficnity of guarding fo great an Ex- 
tent of mountainous Coantry, at fuch a Dif- 
tance from the main. Body of their Army, 
However, they kept Pofleffion ofthe Bochetra, 
sand feveral other Pofts near it, This occafi- 
yoned fuch a Confterniation at Genoa, that if 
the Aufrian Army had been ready, and fuffi- 
ciently provided, to have marched dire&tly 
to Genoa, they might probably have taken 
the Town, before the People recovered from 
heir Surprize ; but by the Delay, that brave 
People have fince recovered from their Fright, 
nd have drove the Aufrians from feveral 
Pofts, particularly that of Pietra Lavenara, 
where they took two Pieces of Cannon.. 
_ _Desember 27, O. S, ‘The King of Sardi- 
ma, being perfectly recovered from the Small

The French General took his Meafures fo 
well, that hein fome Meature furprig:d them, 
on the 2ift, The Attack began at (ven 
o’Clock in the Morning, and the Garifon 
defended themfelves bravely till Ten, byt 
their General having been wounded am taken, 
they were at laft forced vo give Way, and, as 
the Freach fay, almoft all killed or taken, 
with very little Lofs on their Side p but che 
Aufirians fay, they loft but 200 Men, and that 
the French joft many more, . The fame Day, 
wiz. the arft, the French Army moved trom 
Puget and encamped at Gonfarem: On the 22d 
they encamped at-Luc: On the 23d they 
took Poffeffion of Draguignan, where 60co 
Aufriam had been pofted, who retired with 
forme Lofs upon their Approach: And on the 
24th, they were joined by the Spaniards, 
when both Armies paffed the. Argess, and 
ineamped at Lorgues, where Dom Philip, and 
the Duke’.of Modena joined them. . From 
hence they continued marching towards the 
Asfirian and Sardinian Army under General 
Count Brown, who had called in ail his Out 
Parties, converted the Siege of Antibes into a 
Blockade, fent all his heavy Bayyage and 
Sick and Wounded over the. Var, and in 
every Thing feemed to prepare for waiting 
the Attack ; but at the fame Time he had 
privately taken proper Meafures for retreating, 
and having fent- all his Artillery over the ar 
on the 2ad, the next Morning his whole 
Army marched by Break of Day, and re- 
paffed that River upon four Bridges, with 
very little Lofs ; fur tho’ the Rear Guard 
commanded by General Roth was attacked 
by an advanced Party of the French, the
